LYNCHING IN GEORGIA 


Colored Woman and Her Son 
Shot to Dea'h by Mob. 


THREE OTHERS ALSO KILLED 


All the Fatalities Resulted From an 


Attempt to Capture a Negro W ho 


Had Attempted to Assault a W hite 


Woman. 


Claxton, Ca., May 22.— Two negroes 
lynched, one white man and two ne­ 
groes dead, and seven other persons 
injured, Is tile result of an attempt to 
capture 
a negro who 
attempted a 
crim inal assault 
upon Mrs. 
Laura 
Moore, a widow living near Manassas, 
Tattnall county. 
The dead are: 
John 
Hare, 
white far me” ; 
Sam 
Padgett, 
negro, 
and his 
daughter, 
aged ten years. 
Those lynched were Padgett’s wife 
and son. 
The injured are W . J. Pierson, shot 
in stomach and arm, probably fatal­ 
ly; Jam es IT. Daniel, shot in eye, may 
die; Dr. J. L. Kennedy, serious; son 
of Padgett, seriously; 
Diem Padgett, 
colored; two daughters of Padgett. 
Fifteen 
persons 
surrounded 
the 
house of Sam Padgett, a negro, whom 
'they suspected of harboring another 
negro who had crim inally assaulted 
Mrs. Moore, and demanded to be al­ 
lowed to search the house. 
Perm is­ 
sion was given, hut when within thirty 
feet 
of the house 
those inside 
the 
building opened fire on the posse, In­ 
stantly hilling John Hare and serious­ 
ly wounding 
W . J. Pierson, 
Jam es 
Daniel and Dr. 
J. L. Kennedy. 
The 
posse then returned the tire, 
killing 
Padgett 
and one 
of his 
daughters. 
aged 
ten, and wounding two 
other 
girls, aged six and thirteen, and two 
of Padgett’s sons, aged 
twenty aud 
twenty-two. 


Retired for Reinforcements. 


The posse then retired for reinforce­ 
ments. 
The news spread rapidly and 
Boo armed 
men were soon 
on the 
scene and started in pursuit of the 
negroes, who had escaped. 
One of 
them was captured and taken before 
Mrs. Moore, but she failed to Identify 
him. 
The negro, however, was identi­ 
fied as the man who shot Hare and 
he was started for Reidsville jail, to­ 
gether with Padgett’s wife and son. 
On tile way the officers were over­ 
taken by about seventy-five men, who 
took tile prisoners from them. 
The 
woman was told to run and as she did 
so she was riddled with bullets, her 
son tieing 
shot to pieces 
where he 
sto id. 
Tile negro who attacked Mrs. Moore 
has not been captured, 
but it is re­ 
ported that he is surrounded in a ne­ 
gro house and that in all probability 
he has been killed. 
Sheriff Edwards, with deputies, took 
all 
tile prisoners 
from 
the jail 
at 
Reidsville 
and 
left 
with them 
to 
elude the mob. which, it is reported. 
w ill attack the jail. 


SIX 
MINERS 
MEET DEATH 


Several Others Injured in a Collision 
in Tennessee. 


Dayton, Tenn., M ay 22.— W h ile re­ 
turning to their homes in Dayton from 
Hie mines of the Dayton Coal an i Iron* 
company, six white miners met death 
and several others were injured.

Dublin, M ay 22.— The largest, most 
representative and most harmonious 
convention which ever assembled in 
Ireland repudiated 
tile plan 
for a 
limited Irish council, which was all 
the Liberal government had to offer 
in fulfillment of its campaign prom­ 
ises. 
This action killed the hope of 
any home rule legislation by the pres­ 
ent parliament, created a serious split 
in the government’s forces and may 
have far-reaching results. 
The temper of the convention was 
plain from the 
beginning. 
No one 
had a word to offer in behalf of the 
bill. 
Home rule or nothing w?as the 
unanimous sentiment and the resolu­ 
tion rejecting the measure proposed 
by 
John 
E. Redmond 
commanded 
every vote. 
The 
Irish 
parliament

been

from town 
councils and all sorts of official and 
unofficial bodies since they arrived in 
Dublin, all denouncing the hill.

voice and the Irish members of parlia­ 
ment cheerfully acquiesced in its. will. 
Three thousand delegates came hero 
to attend the convention and soon af­ 
ter the doors of the Mansion House 
were opened it was impossible to got 
into the building, which was packed 
uncomfortably.

quieter than most Irish political meet 
fngs. 
It lacked the spirit of the old 
home rule gatherings,

Four of the Victim s W ere Coal Pass­ 


ers and the Fifth W as a Passenger. 


Seventy-five 
Other People 
Had 
a 


Perilously Close Escape From Death. 


Grand Haven, Mich., May 22.— Five 
lives were lost and about seventy-five 
people had a perilously close escape 
from death wrhen the passenger and 
freight steamer Naom i of the Crosby 
Transportation company burned in the 
middle of Lake Michigan while on her 
regular trip from this port to M ilw au­ 
kee. 
Four of the victim s were coal 
passers penned down in the forecastle 
by the 
flames, where many 
of the 
rescued passengers from the decks of 
tile4 freighter K e rr and the steamer 
Kansas saw 
them at the 
portholes 
vainly 
imploring 
for 
help. 
J. 
M. 
Rhoades of Detroit, a passenger, was 
the 
tiftli victim. 
H e 
was 
terribly 
burned in his berth and died soon af­ 
ter 
reaching 
a hospital 
at 
Grand 
Rapids, 
Mich. 
The 
steamer 
was 
burned to the waiter’s edge and has 
been towed into this harbor, where 
she lies 
at her dock, 
a smoldering 
hulk. 
The fire broke out between decks 
in the forward end of the steamer. 
It 
spread with tremendous rapidity and 
it was apparent almost from the first 
that it was vain for the Crew' to fight 
the Haines. 
They immediately turned 
their attention to arousing the passen­ 
gers 
and 
getting 
them 
on 
deck. 
Headed by Stew ard Phillip Ross!),ach 
and Purser 
W illiam Hanrahan, 
the 
members 
of the 
crew worked 
like 
heroes to save the sleeping ‘bien, wo­ 
men 
and 
children. 
Captain 
T raill 
sent up signals for help as soon as he 
discovered that his ship was afire and 
in 
a few' minutes 
three 
steamers 
whose 
lights could 
he seen 
a f*'w 
miles away came to the rescue. They 
w'ere the steel freighter Kerr, the K an ­ 
sas, a sister ship of the Naomi, and 
the Saxonia. 


Boats and Rafts Destroyed. 


Several of the life rafts and boats 
on the Naomi were destroyed before 
the crew could get them lowered. B y 
the 
time the 
three 
steamers 
had 
reached the scene the Naomi’s boats 
were In the w ater filled with people 
and a number of passengers were still 
huddled on the stern of the burning 
ship. 
The captain of the K err ran 
his big 
steel 
ship 
up 
under 
the 
Naom i’s stern so close 
that the im­ 
perilled people leaped 
to her deck. 
Then the screams of the imprisoned 
coal passers 
were heard 
from th* 
how portholes. 
Vainly they begged 
for 
help. 
The 
portholes were 
too 
small for them to pass through and 
they were compelled to fall back into 
the smoke and fire, where they burned 
to death. 
Tile Kansas took on board th*"1 half- 
clnd antldtorribly shocked and fright­ 
ened passengers and brought them to 
this port. 
All of them were loud in their praise 


of the Naomi’s crow and their bravery 
and coolness. 
Steward Rosebaeh and 
Purser 
Hanrahan, 
w'ho 
rescued 
Rhodes 
from 
his 
berth when 
the 
cabin was filled with flames, were es­ 
pecially commended.

Said That Soo 
(lets 
Morris 
Branch and N. P. Gets Traffic 
En ‘ii Little Falls 


Duluth, Main., May 22.—Reports re­ 
garding the stopping of work on the 
Duluth extension of the Hoo road have 
been the cause of a good deal of specu­ 
lation locally as to the plans of the Soo in 
this connection. 
Officials of the road, 
n giving out the information that nothi­ 
ng more would be done this year to 
ward extending the line to Duluth, a1 
lowed it to be understood th at later on 
the original plans would bo carried out, 
but it is now claimed that construction 
work has been abandoned altogether 
for several years at least, as the result 
of an agreement with the Northern Pa 
citic whereby the latter road will handle 
all tho Soo business into Duluth. 
Extending the Soo to the Head of the 
Lakes would cut extensively into the 
business of both the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern, and these roads 
are naturally opposed to the appearane< 
of a rival upon the field. 
The Northern 
Pacific has a lino running from I jit ti 
Falls, Minn., to Morris, Minn., and it is 
understood that it has offered to sell 
the branch to the Soo at a very reason 
able figure on condition that tho Du 
luth extension work be abandoned, and 
including iii the terms of the agreement 
a contract for handling the Soo business 
to the Head of the Lakes. 
The brant 
in question crosses the main line of the 
Soo at Glenwood, Minn., and Soo busi 
ness could readily be transferred at 
Glenwood and turned over to the North 
em Pacific at Little Falls, giving almost 
a direct haul to the Head of the Lakes 
Glenwood is only a few miles north of 
the point where the extension of the 
Soo to Duluth was to leave the main 
line. 
Of course, there has been no official 
announcement that action in this direc­ 
tion will be taken, but the fact that the 
Soo has apparently decided to abandon 
work on the Duluth extension, tempor­ 
arily at least, lends color to the story. 
Possibly the work is merely being sus­ 
pended while the proper amount of con­ 
sideration is being given any proposi­ 
tion the Northern Pacific may have had 
to offer, or is yet to offer, and if no satis­ 
factory agreement can be reached, work 
on tho extention will betaken up again. 
The Morris extension of the Northern 
Pacific is said to be no material benefit 
to the road, because virtually the same 
territory is tapped by the Great North­ 
ern.
